I 
have discussed this with his office 
personnel but have received no help 
from them. I would appreciate your 
help if you know of an agency of this 
kind. 


The Dallas County Medical Society 


will be glad to look into the matter for 
you. It is a professional organization 
which works with and for doctors, and a 
spokeswoman for that group said they 
would look into this dispute to see if it 
can be settled without resorting to the 
courts. 


They asked that you write them a 


letter, giving them as many specifics as 
possible about your incident. They will 
then contact the doctor to see if a 
compromise can be worked out. 


If not, then your next course, as you 


mentioned in your letter, would be to 
contact your attorney.

Why doesn't the bell at Drane Middle

standards and is fluoride treated, ac- 
cording to City Mgr. Dick Ballenger. 


"We treat our water exactly as we 


are instructed by the state agency," 
Ballenger said. "The amount of 
fluoride in the water is the amount 
prescribed by state authorities." 


Ballenger noted that the city's water 


supply is a state approved water supply 
system.

What kind of zoning is required for a 


combination automobile repair shop- 
junk yard? Our neighbor is constantly 
fooling around with cars, most of which 
seem to find their way to his back yard 
where they just sit among theweeds. 


Municipal Services Director Delma 


Ware says that to legally work on 
someone else's cars and then create a 
* 


junk yard, the area should be zoned 
Industrial-1 and not Residential-3 as is 
the case in your neighborhood. 


However, he points out that your 


neighbor is well within his rights to 
work on his own car or cars as long as 
these are "running autos" that are 
registered to him. 


He defines operational vehicles as 


those with both current license plates 
and motor vehicle inspection stickers. 


A person can also tinker with antique 


autos at home. 


Ware said he would investigate the 


abandoned car situation to see if that 
constitutes a zoning violation. 


To explain the card I sent, I mailed 


this card because we were interested in 
aluminum siding for our home. 
However, after three calls and four 
people came to our home, we decided 
we were not interested in this offer. We 
were told three times that we had won a 
camera, but there was an excuse each 
time that they did not have one with 
them.

That may depend on whether or not 


the company's representative told you 
that your receiving

depended upon your buying the siding. 
The card you sent Action Line doesn't 
say either way. 


At best, the Better Business Bureau 


considers it a "shady practice'1 to 
promise free gifts and then not deliver. 
And the approach you described may 
violate at least two laws. 


First, since the transaction in part 


was conducted by mail, the offer may 
violate mail fraud laws covering "fake 
contests." Those statutes are fairly 
complicated, but basically postal in- 
spectors must be able to prove that you 
and other persons buying a product or 
service were cheated as a result of 
claims the seller made hi an intentional 
effort to defraud. If you feel these laws 
may apply in your case, you may 
contact the local postmaster for further 
information. 


Any sales pitch or scheme which is 


"False, misleading, or deceptive" is 
illegal in Texas, and punishable under 
the Deceptive Trade Practices and 


2r Protection Act of 1973. If the 


company's give-away contest was 
promoted as a "no obligation" contest, 
then it may well violate this statute.

Inspects fire damage

Thirty-two citizen band radio 


thefts and seven burglaries of 
local businesses here have been 
cleared by an arrest by Dallas 
Police of a 19-year-old man who 
may never be charged with the 
thefts. 


The suspect, who committed 


the burglaries here with two 
other Dallas men, has since 
been sent to the state prison on a 
25-year sentence. 


The 
Corsicana 
burglaries 


were committed between Jan. 
16, 1976 and May 14,1976 by the 
trio, who police say used to start 
driving out of Dallas on the 
Interstate highway system and 
burglarize towns along their 
route. 


Their burglary activity has 


been traced as far as Florida 
and Kentucky, with the men 
selling the items stolen as soon 
as possible along the way. 
Police say there is no hope of 
recovering the items taken 
locally. 


ALL THREE SUBJECTS are 


back in prison, police say. The 
man who admitted the Cor- 
sicana burglaries was released 
from prison on Dec. 19, 1975, 
about a month before the first 
Corsicana burglary. 


The trio apparently con- 


centrated on motel and apart- 


ment complex parking lots, 
where a number of cars with 
radios could usually be found. 


The man told Dallas police 


that the trio was stopped once 
by 
Corsicana police 
after 


burglarizing a number of cars 
here, but that the men had 
hjdden the radios under the 
hood of their car. Those radios 
were not discovered during the 
routine police check of their 
vehicle. The suspect reported 
similar incidents with other 
police departments. 


Police Chief Don Massey said 


his officers would confer with 
the district attorney about filing 
charges in the burglaries, but 
that since the men were all 
already back in prison for other 
charges he didn't know whether 
charges would acutally be filed 
in these cases. 


ALL .THREE MEN, police 


say, were heavy users of nar- 
cotics.

prehended the man on June 3, 
1976 for 
a series 
of

burglaries, house burglaries, 
robberies, automobile thefts, 
and similar crimes. The man 
made

In addition to the 32 CB thefts, 


the man said he and his two 
companions also robbed C.B.

They 
committed 


several house burglaries here 
as 
well, according to the

According to the statement, 


the men would stop their car on 
the Interstate or along a street, 
raise the hood, and walk to the 
businesses to be burglarized. 


The man also told Dallas 


detectives that the trio had 
burglarized automobiles and 
businesses in Rice, Freestone 
County, 
and 
in Henderson 


County. 


With these thefts 
cleared, 


police have solved some 90 
citizen band radio thefts locally 
within the past two months.

Fire guts offices 
at Collins School 


Investigators are probing the 


burned out offices of Collins 
Middle School today in an effort 
to determine the cause of a 
Sunday fire that damaged or 
destroyed the office complex of 
that school. 


Fire Chief Duane Womack 


today did not rule out arson in 
the case, but said that the in- 
vestigation was still continuing 
into cause of the fire and that no 
cause had yet been deter- 
mined. 


The fire, which apparently 


broke out in the room that 
housed the school's duplicating 
machines, was reported shortly 
after noon Sunday. 


FIREFIGHTERS 
TOOK 


about 20 minutes to extinguish 
the blaze, but that was enough 
time for the entire 
office 


building to be damaged by the 
fire, smoke, and water. 


The heat of the fire ap- 


parently melted a copper water 
line in the room, adding to the 
water damage. 


School administrator Harold 


Johnson said the entire office 
portion of the building has been 


evacuated, and that 
offices 


have been set up in the choral 
room. There will be no in- 
terruption of classes at Collins, 
he said, and telephones have 
already been moved and are in 
operation at the campus today. 


"THE DAMAGE WAS QUITE 


extensive," Johnson said. "All 
the rooms in the office complex 
are heavily damaged by smoke 
and water, and all of our 
duplicating machines and the 
cabinets in that room were 
destroyed." 


Johnson 
said the biggest 


damage was done by the smoke, 
which ruined furnishings and 
fixtures in the portion of the 
building not directly damaged 
by the fire. 


No estimate of the cost of that 


damage has yet been made. 
Johnson said that an item-by- 
item inspection of the office will 
be made before the school sets a 
damage figure. 


Womack said his department 


has no estimate yet, either, but 
that he guessed the damage to 
be between $4,000 and $5,000 at 
minimum.

Results of the first battery of 


achievement tests, taken by 
elementary and middle school 
students here, show that 60 per 
cent of Corsicana's students are 
working below the grade level 
in which they are enrolled. 


In studying the results, ad- 


ministrators have also found 
that the "achievement 
gap" 


widens at each 
progressive 


grade level, putting students 
farther behind the further they 
progress in school. Some grades 
show as much as six grade 
levels 
difference 
in 


achievement between students 
enrolled in the same class. 


The Iowa Tests 
of Basic 


Skills, given in early October, is 
one of three major testing 
programs slated for the current 
school year, according to School 
Supt. Mark Culwell. In the 
spring, the same test will be 
given to students again, this 
time to measure what progress 
has been made during the 
academic year. Other "skills 
tests" in mathematics 
are 


planned as well. 


THE 
EXAMS 
test 


vocabulary, reading, language 
skills, work-study skills, and 
mathematics skills. The tests 
require students not only to 
know the basic skills but also to 
be able to apply those skills to 
stated problems. 


Culwell said his purpose in 


deciding to give the exams was 
to determine where pupils were 
in 
their 
development, 
to 


diagnose pupil strengths and 
weaknesses, to determine the 
relative effectiveness of current 
instuctional 
methods 
and 


techniques, to measure pupil 
progress, and to serve as a 
measurement of accountability. 


"The results of this first test 


are not particularly surprising 
to me," Culwell said, "because 
they support what we have been 
suspecting 
for some 
time. 


However, the post test, the test 
to be given in the spring, will be 
the most significant in that it 
should give us some idea of the 
progress we have made." 


The 
tests 
are 
scored 


numerically, with the score 
reflecting the grade level, down 
to the month, in which that 
student should be working. The 
results are based on national 
averages, over a period of 
years, 
of 
how 
students 


throughout the country have 
performed on the test. 


BY GRADE LEVEL, the 


results show that 57 per cent of 
Corsicana's 328 second grade 
students are working on or 
above grade level. The scores at 
that level ranged from students 
scoring high enough to be 
considered as second month 
fourth 
graders 
to 
students 


performing only high enough to 
be five months into the first 
grade. In fact, 43 percent, or 
about 
141 second graders, 


scored as working below grade 
level. The average score puts 


local second graders about one 
month behind the 
national 


average. 


In the third grade, scores 


ranged from a high of the 
seventh month of the fifth grade 
to a low of the third month of the 
first grade. About 133 students, 
or 47 per cent, tested as being on 
or above grade level while 53 
per cent, or about 150 of 283 
students, showed to be working 
below grade level. The average 
third grader is about two 
months behind, according to the 
test, working at about the eighth 
month of the second grade level. 


OF 
THE 
324 
FOURTH 


graders, 46 per cent, or about 
103 students, are shown as 
working on or above grade 
level, while about 175 students, 
or 54 per cent , show to be 
working below the fourth grade 
level. Interestingly, 65 of the 
students showed to be working 
at the fifth month of the fourth 
grade or higher. Only 101 of the 
district's fifth graders tested 
that high. 


The average fourth grader, 


according to the test, is five 
months behind where he should 
be in his education, 


The fifth grade, considered a 


"key grade" because it is the 
final year of elementary school, 
shows 171 of the 291 students 
working below grade level. That 
leaves some 41 per cent, or 120 
students, working at or above 
grade level. The average fifth 
grader 
is 
seven 
months 


behind, the test shows. 


The gap continues to widen in 


the sixth grade, which showed 
60 per cent, or 164 students, 
below grade level. That com- 
pares to 110 students, the 
remaining 40 per cent, working 
at or above grade level. The 
average sixth grader is about 
eight months behind. 


NO TESTING WAS done at 


the seventh grade level, but the 
eighth grade is considered the 
second "key grade" because it 
is the final middle school grade. 


At the level, the disparity is 


the greatest. Of the 319 eighth 
graders, 66 per cent, or 210 
student^, tested as working 
below grade level while only 108 
.students, or 34 per cent, tested 
as being at or above grade level. 
That puts the average eighth 
grade student some 11 months 
behind in his education. Scores 
at the eighth grade level range 
from a high of the sixth month 
of the llth grade to a low of the 
second month of the fourth 
grade. 


Culwell and his ' staff 
are 


already at work on possible 
solutions to the problem. Under 
consideration or development 
are plans for a major expansion 
of this year's summer school 
programs, with classes on two 
elementary, one middle school, 
and the high school campuses, 
and efforts at better academic 
coordination between campuses 
and grade levels. 


"Our main concern from this 


point on is not so much where 
our students are now," Culwell 
said, "but how far we can take 
them, how much of this gap we 
can close. We are not going to be 
satisfied with the comforting 
doctrine that, 'We can take the 
child where we find him and 
take him as far as we can.' We 
want to know how far that is, 
how much gain did he make." 


ADMINISTRATORS 
plan 


further testing in mathematics, 
this time using tests which 
measure only skills rather than 
the application of those skills. 


"As we study the test and 


attempt to evaluate the results, 
we have been very cautious that 
we do not misinterpret or make 


improper 
compansions, 


Culwell explained. "However, I 
think these tests do point out 
some rather obvious situations 
that will assist us in reinforcing 
our instructional program and 
improve the quality of our 
product." 


Among 
those- 
"obvious 


situations," in addition to the 
performance estimates, were 
the 
finding 
that 
the 


achievement gap starts "most 
notably" in the third grade and 
that the gifted students in the 
district 
are 
not 
being 


challenged. 


"We want" ot accept our 


responsibility in the area of 
accountability," Culwell said of 
the results, "and we believe 
that standardized test, used 
intelligently and in combination 
with other types of important 
information, will prove to be 
valuable in the appraisal of our 
instructional program." 


ALTHOUGH NO TESTING 


was done at the high school, 
Culwell currently plans to have 
all graduating seniors take the 
G.E.D. test prior to graduation. 
Although graduation this year 
will not 
depend on per- 


formance on this test, Culwell 
said he believes the data from 
that 
exam 
will 
help ad- 


ministrators in evaluating the 
education CHS seniors have 
received. 


"We are looking to com- 


petency-based tests for all high 
school students and we hope to 
get this program started next 
year," he said. 


While saying that the test 


results are not good, Culwell 
said he hoped that the planned 
summer school program will 
aid those students behind to 
catch up during the summer so 
that they can continue at their 
present grade levels.

The library can be 
converted into an auditorium, 
seating at least 1,100 people. 


The library will be used for 


book storage,

speech, drama, and musical 
stage use.

Enjoying above average economic con- 


ditions presently, Corsicana's future is one of 
the brightest in the nation, according to First 
National Bank Chairman of the Board W.D.

Wyatt reported a general upswing in the 


nation's economy, but added that Corsicana 
has not seen the adversities that other sec- 
tions of the country have. 


Citing the nationwide unemployment figure 


of 7.9 per cent, Wyalt told the directors that 
Corsicana had a rate of only 4.2 per cent in 
Sept. and 3.6 per cent in October. He ex- 
plained further that an unemployment rate of 
2.5 per cent is considered to be entirely 
composed of unemployable people. 


Wyatt noted recent national increases in 


industrial output, car sales, housing starts 
and chain store sales as indicators of further 
good ne\v« 


ting into the future, Wyatt forecast an 


era of growing consumer awareness and 
frugality, linked primarily to increasing 
utility costs. It is in this area that Corsicana 
stands to benefit, Wyatt said. 


With electric companies forbidden to use 


boiler gas for their generating plants after 
1981, Wyatt said central Texas will become a 
much more attractive area because of the 
abundance and development of lignite locally. 


Furthermore, he points out that this same 


law will free about 31 per cent of Lone Star 
Gas' gas supply to be used by residential and 
light industrial customers.

"These services took the form 
of

several days in which people

around," he said. 


"The roots of the Chatfield 


United Methodist Church are 
deeply embedded in this camp 
meeting tradition", he added. 


Jones 
noted 
that "The 


Church's first pastor in the 
brush arbor days, James E. 
Ferguson, besides being a noted 
circuit preacher, was the father 
of Texas' Governor, James 
Ferguson."

when Rev. Pat Whittemore, 
church pastor, read aloud the 
pioneer members' names.

$112 a week to meet

College Hill Church of Christ 


will be paying about $112 a week 
to meet on campus at Navarro 
College, if church elders ap- 
prove two contracts given the 
OK Friday night by Navarro 
trustees. 


That 
cost, 
according to 


Director 
ot Fiscal 
Affairs 


Darrell Raines, is the cost the 
college would have for main- 
taining the buildings considered 
for use. 


The 
church's 
sanctuary 


burned Thanksgiving Day, and 
College Hill Church of Christ 
has been meeting at Navarro 
College since that time on an 
emergency basis.

Audit report 'good' 


The Medicare hospital in- 


surance deductible will be $124 
starting January 1, 1977, ac- 
cording to David Helmer, Social 
Security Manager in Corsicana. 


"A Medicare patient who goes 


into a hospital and starts a 
benefit period after December 
31 will be responsible for the 
first $124 of covered hospital 
expenses," Helmer said. 


The 1976 deductible was $104. 


Under the Medicare law, the 
amount of the deductible is tied 
to the average cost of one day's 
stay in a hospital. 


"The increase 
to $124 for 


1977 is a result of a review of 
hospital costs during 1975," 
Helmer said. "However, the 
present $104 deductible remains 
in effect throughout any benefit 
period that started in 1976 even 
if the period of hospitalization 
goes into 1977." 


Under the law, the increase in 


the deductible means there also 
will 
be 
increases 
starting 


January 
1 in three 
other 


amounts Medicare patients pay 
for covered care. 


For a hospital stay of over 60 


days, the patient will pay $31 a 
day (up from $26) for covered 
services furnished on the 61st 
through 90th day. 


For reserve days used — after 


90 days of hospital care in a 
benefit period — Medicare pays 
for all covered expenses except 
for $62 a day (up from $52). 


Medicare hospital insurance 


helps pay for hospital stays and 
certain post-hospital care of 
people 65 and over, disabled 
people under 65 who have been 
entitle 
to 
social 
security 


disability benefits for 24 con- 
secutive months or more, and to 
many people who have per- 
manent kidney failure. 


Medicare is administered by 


the 
Social 
Security 


Administration, an agency of 
the U.S. Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare. 


The Navarro College audit, 


presented to trustees Friday 
night, shows the college ended 
its fiscal year in "excellent 
financial shape." 


Cash balance as of Aug. 31, 


the final day of the fiscal year, 
was $67,212, more than double 
the 1975 balance of $30,039. 
Auditor 
Phillip 
DeFanco's 


report found no problems with 
the Navarro books, which show 
total funds of $2.83 million and 
total expenditures for the year 
of $2.79 million. 


The audit lists all Navarro 


property by book value and 
current market value. That list 
shows the college with property 
and equipment valued at $9.9 
million. 


One area which trustees said 


should be better pursued was 
tax collection, where Navarro 
collects only about 90 per cent ot 
the taxes levied. The audit 
shows a district tax base of $70.8 
million, which realized annual 
taxes of $410,775 last year. 
About $312,000 of that went for 
operation of the college, while 
$98,000 went for retirement of 


bonds. 


The college has some $385,000 


in certificate of deposit in- 
vestments, the audit shows, 
Those CD investments include 
$145,000 from the Plant Fund 
$140,000 from the Tax Bonds 
Interest and Sinking Fund, and 
$100,000 
from 
the Revenue 


Interest-Sinking Fund. 


Assets and liabilities of the 


college, according to the audit 
balance sheet, are equal at $8.4 
million each. 


In addition, Raines told the 


board that Navarro has already 
this year received some three- 
fifths of the budgeted students 
tuition income. To date, the 
college has received $276,195 of 
that income, which is budgeted 
at $500; 000 for the year. Raines 
said the college usually receives 
only about 40 per cent of that 
income during the fall. 


"We are in excellent financial 


shape," Raines said, "with our 
income still far exceeding our 
expenditures. This will diminish 
as the year progresses, but we 
will still be in sound shape." 


attorney Barbara Moe, the 
college must charge off all costs 
of use of its facilities to the 
cliurch in order to meet the 
legal

separation of church and state. 


Two contracts were approved 


by the board that will now be 
submitted to church elders for 
their approval. One contract is 
for the use of the Men's Gym- 
nasium, where the worship 
services are held. That calls for 
a charge of $25 per meeting, and 
limits the time the church can 
use the building. On Sundays, 
when the church meets twice, 
the charge would be $25 per 
meeting, or $50. 


For use of the Beene Music 


Building, where Sunday School 
classes are held, the college will 
charge $250 a month. 


Costs, Dr. Walker explained, 


were arrived at by figuring how 
much the buildings cost the 
college daily for insurance, 
maintenance, and utilities. 


In addition, the church is 


required to provide liability 
insurance in the amount of 
$300,000 for bodily injury and 
$50,000 for property damage for 
the two buildings.

building. 


"We have a lot of nice items 


included in the blue prints that 
we're awful proud of. Through 
research of our teacher, ad- 
ministrators and students, we 
have 
included 
some

special extras," Cummins said. 


THE BLUEPRINTS include 


facilities such as a sunken 
library. The floor level will be 20 
inches below the regular school 
floor level. This will allow the 
Library to be utilized for many 
occasions, 
beside 
being 
a 


comfortable place to read and 
study. The library 
can be 


converted into an auditorium, 
seating at least 1,100 people. 


The library will be used for 


book storage, 
library use, 


speech, drama, and musical 
stage use. Within its area will 
be special rooms for individual 
students who wish to study 
privately. 


The school will also be func- 


tional not only for school ac- 
tivities but community action as 
well. It includes a large group 
meeting 
room 
which 
the 


community drama classes or 
other events can be held. This 
room will also be utilized for 
future school board meetings. 


THE UNIQUENESS of the 


large meeting room is in its 
design. The entrances are at 
floor level to provide ease for 
the handicapped. After entering 
the room the floor level drops 
six inches down from every row 
of seats. This gives inward 
seating and an even viewing 
area for students. The walls are 
lined with chalk boards and 
visual aid screens. The seats 
have fold up arms for ease'in 
entering and leaving. This room 
will seat 99 students. 


Within the walls of the new 


structure 
will 
be 
student 


counciling rooms, a student 
publications rooms, which is 
adjacent to the typing room. 
The typing room will be all 
electric. 


Within the typing room and 


the journalism room, will be a 


student publication area for the 
school newspaper and yearbook 
work. New facilities also in- 
clude a photography darkroom 
and layout area. 


The kitchen will provide not 


only regular balanced meals, 
but will .offer students a "dutch 
kitchen." The kitchen will be a 
cafeteria style. 


"ADMINISTRATORS WILL 


have the use of new offices, a 


teacher workroom, clinic, and a 
vault, which provides safe fire- 
proof storage," said Cummins.

Sept. and 3.6 per cent in October. He ex- 
plained further that an unemployment rate of 
2.5 per cent is considered to be entirely 
composed of unemployable people. 


Wyatt noted recent national increases in 


industrial output, car sales, housing starts 
and chain store sales as indicators of further 
good new* 


ting into the future, Wyatt forecast an 


era of growing consumer awareness and 
frugality, linked primarily to increasing 
utility costs. It is in this area that Corsicana 
stands to benefit, Wyatt said. 


With electric companies forbidden to use 


boiler gas for their generating plants after 
1981, Wyatt said central Texas will become a 
much more attractive area because of the 
abundance and development of lignite locally. 


Furthermore, he points out that this same 


law will free about 31 per cent of Lone Star 
Gas' gas supply to be used by residential and 
light industrial customers. 


Besides this predicted abundance of low 


cost energy, Wyatt said that additional 
studies show the north central Texas area will 
experience a population increase of one 
million people from 1970 to 1985. 


With all of these plus factors, Wyatt told the 


directors that Corsicana will have "more 
opportunities in the next ten years than we 
ever thought possible the last ten years."

will be paying about $112 a week 
to meet on campus at Navarro 
College, if church elders ap- 
prove two contracts given the 
OK Friday night by Navarro 
trustees. 


That 
cost, 
according to 


Director

Darrell Raines, is the cost the 
college would have for main- 
taining the buildings considered 
for use. 


The 
church's 
sanctuary 


burned Thanksgiving Day, and 
College Hill Church of Christ 
has been meeting at Navarro 
College since that time on an 
emergency basis. 


But, according to Navarro

The Medicare hospital in- 


surance deductible will be $124 
starting January 1, 1977, ac- 
cording to David Helmer, Social 
Security Manager in Corsicana. 


' 'A Medicare patient who goes 


into a hospital and starts a 
benefit period after December 
31 will be responsible for the 
first $124 of covered hospital 
expenses," Helmer said. 


The 1976 deductible was $104. 


Under the Medicare law, the 
amount of the deductible is tied 
to the average cost of one day's 
stay in a hospital. 


"The increase 
to $124 for 


1977 is a result of a review of 
hospital costs during 1975," 
Helmer said. "However, the 
present $104 deductible remains 
in effect throughout any benefit 
period that started in 1976 even 
if the period of hospitalization 
goes into 1977." 


Under the law, the increase in 


the deductible means there also 
will 
be 
increases 
starting 


January 1 in three 
other 


amounts Medicare patients pay 
for covered care. 


For a hospital stay of over 60 


days, the patient will pay $31 a 
day (up from $26) for covered 
services furnished on the 61st 
through 90th day. 


For reserve days used — after 


90 days of hospital care in a 
benefit period — Medicare pays 
for all covered expenses except 
for $62 a day (up from $52). 


Medicare hospital insurance 


helps pay for hospital stays and 
certain post-hospital care of 
people 65 and over, disabled 
people under 65 who have been 
entitle 
to 
social 
security 


disability benefits for 24 con- 
secutive months or more, and to 
many people who have per- 
manent kidney failure. 


Medicare is administered by 


the 
Social 
Security 


Administration, an agency of 
the U.S. Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare. 


The Navarro College audit, 


presented to trustees Friday 
night, shows the college ended 
its fiscal year in "excellent 
financial shape." 


Cash balance as of Aug. 31, 


the final day of the fiscal year, 
was $67,212, more than double 
the 1975 balance of $30,039. 
Auditor 
Phillip 
DeFanco's 


report found no problems with 
the Navarro books, which show 
total funds of $2.83 million and 
total expenditures for the year 
of $2.79 million. 


The audit lists all Navarro 


property by book value and 
current market value. That list 
shows the college with property 
and equipment valued at $9.9 
million. 


One area which trustees said 


should be better pursued was 
tax collection, where Navarro 
collects only about 90 per cent o[ 
the taxes levied. The audit 
shows a district tax base of $70.8 
million, which realized annual 
taxes of $410,775 last year. 
About $312,000 of that went for 
operation of the college, while 
$98,000 went for retirement of 


bonds. 


The college has some $385,000 


in certificate of deposit in- 
vestments, the audit shows, 
Those CD investments include 
$145,000 from the Plant Fund 
$140,000 from the Tax Bonds 
Interest and Sinking Fund, and 
$100,000 from 
the Revenue 


Interest-Sinking Fund. 


Assets and liabilities of the 


college, according to the audit 
balance sheet, are equal at $8.4 
million each. 


In addition, Raines told the 


board that Navarro has already 
this year received some three- 
fifths of the budgeted students 
tuition income. To date, the 
college has received $276,195 of 
that income, which is budgeted 
at $500; 000 for the year. Raines 
said the college usually receives 
only about 40 per cent of that 
income during the fall. 


"We are in excellent financial 


shape," Raines said, "with our 
income still far exceeding our 
expenditures. This will diminish 
as the year progresses, but we 
will still lie in sound shape." 


attorney Barbara Mce, the 
college must charge oft all costs 
of use of its facilities to the 
church in order to meet the 
legal 
requirements 
of 


separation of church and state. 


Two contracts were approved 


by the board that will now be 
submitted to church elders for 
their approval. One contract is 
for the use of the Men's Gym- 
nasium, where the worship 
services are held. That calls for 
a charge of $25 per meeting, and 
limits the time the church can 
use the building. On Sundays, 
when the church meets twice, 
the charge would be $25 per 
meeting, or $50. 


For use of the Beene Music 


Building, where Sunday School 
classes are held, the college will 
charge $250 a month. 


Costs, Dr. Walker explained, 


were arrived at by figuring how 
much the buildings cost the 
college daily for insurance, 
maintenance, and utilities. 


In addition, the church is 


required to provide liability 
insurance in the amount of 
$300,000 for bodily injury and 
$50,000 for property damage for 
the two buildings.

by Alvis Henderson, a Cor- 
sicana man who witnessed the 
incident. 


Wise 
further states,

Youths confess 


Arson confirmed at Collins

Two Corsicana High School 


students 
have 
admitted to 


police that they set the weekend 
fire at Collins Middle School 
which may have done as much 
as $20,000 in damage. 


The pair, ages 14 and 15, were 


apprehended after a Collins 
student questioned by school 
officials admitted that the two 
youths had bragged to him 
about setting the fire. After 
questioning by police and school 
officials, 
both 
boys 
made 


.statements 
concerning 
the 


arson. They have since been 
suspended from school, and are 
due to appear before juvenile 
authorities, who will determine 
whether or not they should be 
declared delinquent. In ad- 
dition, the two will likely be 
expelled from school for the 
remainder of the year. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS, police, 
and 
fire 
investigators 
had 


combined their efforts to locate 
those responsible for the fire, 
which severely damaged the 


office 
complex 
at 
Collins 


Sunday. 


Ironically, fire Sgt. George 


Scott and police Del. Terry 
Teetz had just returned Friday 
from a 60 hour school in arson 
investigation techniques. That 
new knowledge came into play 
less than 30 hours later, when 
they were called into the case. 


Teetz said that both youths 


told investigators that the fire 
was set Saturday night, after 
the boys poured duplicating 
fluid throughout one room of the 
office and then threw in a lit 


match. 


The fire 
was apparently 


contained through the night by a 
ruptured water line in the room, 
but the blaze finally broke out 
shortly after noon Sunday, more 
than 12 hours later.

That tipped investigators that 
someone had definitely entered 
the building. 


Compton, Scott said, told 


them he knew of a Collins 
student who had bragged that 
the office doors could be opened 
with a pocket knife. Compton 
questioned that youth, who 
admitted to him that two CHS 
students had been bragging that 
they started the fire.

County grants fee 
increase to land 
appraisal company

A 63 per cent fee increase has 


been granted to Thomas Y. 
Pickett Co., the outside ap- 
praising firm, by 
Navarro 


County Commissioners Court on 
Monday. 


The new contract, which 


Pickett Co. requested, calls for 
a $5,326 increase over the $8,424 
the county paid to Pickett in 
1976 for its services in ap- 
praising and assessing the 
mineral and industrial interests 
in the county. 


Pickett Co. representative 


Bill McMahon asked the county 
to raise the fee for the assessing 
service to five cents per $100 
valuation the firm assesses. 
McMahon also asked for $250 
increase, to $1,500, the amount 
charged to the county for 
Pickett to put its industrial 
assessments on a computer 
printout for the tax office. 


The new contract totals 


$13,750 and is to be paid in 
monthly installments of $1,125 
with whatever balance there is, 
to be paid in December of 1977. 


County Judge Rob Dunn 


described 
Pickett 
Co. 
as 


specialists in the field of on site 
appraising and assessing the 
value of property and inventory 
of industries. Dunn added that 
the 
Pickett Co. 
is the 


"foremost authority in the 
Southwest" in its field. 


"We're fortunate to have 


them for $14,000," Dunn said. 


Pickett Co. assesses the 


railroads, industries and oil and 
gas interests in the county for 
the 
tax 
office. 
The 
firm 


calculates 
the 
amount 
of 


assessed value each industry is 
to be taxed for and puts the 
information on a computer 
printout for the tax 
office. 


Pickett Co. also updates the 
information on an annual basis 
for the county.
